Wa+HINGTON, April 2—A brief interview 
with Senator Sumner is published here to- 
day, in which he was asked wihtat reply he in- 
tended to make to Senator Harlan’s speech, 
when suddenly prevented, on Sunday last, by 
the taolipg of the former’s resolution, Mr. 
Sumner says: ‘‘My reply, briefly, is thie: A 
treaty bccomes dead, or a corpse, when it has 
expired by lapse of time; that is, when 
the time given for its ratification has come to 
anend, TheSenator from lowa stated there 
existed a treaty for a lease of the Bay of Sam- 
ana, or isstili existing. This ifnotso, The 
time for the ratification of the treaty, name- 
ly, four months, cxpired on the 20th of March, 
1870, without its being ratified; consequently 
the treaty is not now in existence. Then, 
again, Senator Harlan eaid there was an ap- 
propriation made by Congress for the lease of 
the Bay of Samana. Nobody can find any men- 
tion of the above in any appropriation, but 
there was an appropriation of $25,000 for ; 
contingent expenses of the State Depart- 
mentas long ago as 13866, on the motion of 
Hon. Thad. Stevens, and the reasons be as- 
signed for the appropriations were the pay of 
a counsel in England, and the great cases 
growirg out of the Alabama; the

AN INTERESTING LECTURE. 


Y: sterday evening Mr, Motris A. Sache deliv- 
ered a lecture at the vestry of the Tem; le Adas 
Israe}. on “Young Men’s Hebr: W Associations.” 
Every seat was fully occupied, and the lectnre 
was listened to with the closest attention. Un 
several occasions the sentiments 8nd opinions of 
the speaker coincided so Glosely with those of 
the people present that theira@pplause was calied 
forth. The lec:ure was of Feat Bot only to 
those to whom it was immediately addressed, 
but, a8 it éxplained some tmportant features of 
these associations often misunderstood, to the 
general public. 

The following is an abstract of what was 
sald:

Outside o1 tae circle of Judaism have 
atirioutes the organization of Hebrew Associna- 
t toa 1 Opposition to the Christian 
societies of nearly the same character. This is a 
great mistake, tor it may be setd without fear of 
successful contradiction that the young men in 
Israei have for centurtes past bese sin ty en- 
gaved. We Ona that ali the old commentaries 
writ ep in Hebrew upoathe Bible were made and 


g mseives, and occasionally 
the *:cbhoo.s’’ would bold disputations with each 
other. Ibese schools were taught very much in 
the manner usual with Socrates and his follow- 
er-, except that they were more metbodica), and 
wrote outtbrir debates. Volume upon voiume 
was written by such men ag Hillel, Akiba, Ezra, 
Gabiral, Rambam, Jenuda Balevy. Raschi, Ar- 
babanel, 8pinozs apd Moses Mencelasoha. The 
wouderful accumulation of the wisdom of 
the times may be seen in the werks 
of these men in ¢xXistence at the present day. 
Meetings for the purpose of “learning,’’ as they 
Lermea it, were beld In ancient times among the 
Hebrews, and are yet in vogue in thelr orwina!l 
form among many of the very orthodox members 
of the faith. But these various kinds of meetings 
and al:cussions extended thelr sphere 
from age to uge,. always molding 
their character to sult the prevailing 
custome and ideas of the times, until nuw young 
men have to sOme extent fallen into the 
footsteps of thelr forefathers, aud, hav- 
ing the desire to learn many Of (Rs matters per- 

taitnine to their history, discard all that was 
abtiquarian merely and unsuited to the present 
day, and Orgapized them for the purposes of ed- 
ucation and meatal impr: vement. This is, naow- 
ever, but one theory of the origina of the present 
associations, and no doubt Mmapy more equaily 
plausible might be advanced. But the tact ts 
undeniabie that Hebrew associations have ex- 
isted for centuries, and other Hebrew associa- 
tions have been in ¢ xistence before the birth of 
Christ. 

The Order of B'nai Berith is an illustrious ex- 
ampie of what union can do. Toe charitable in- 
stitutions which it has founded, the protection 
afforded to the homeless orphans through its 
mupiticepee, and its aid in all that invoives the 
Jewish faiib in thi: country and Europes, are cer- 
taint¥ matters to recommend such associations to 
the favor of all liberal-minded, philagihropic

The israelie of Amoric3, Old or young, ts cer- 
taipl: the lust that would allenate him-eif from 
the ice cr inhabitants of the land of civil and 
religious liberty. He conitoually prays for the 
prese: Vation of the instiiutions of the country, 
apa invokes Goa’s biesstug upon it and all its 
tnbabitants, and entr+@®s the Omn'ipotent to en- 
lighten our pubiie officers and guide them in the 
proper path, This is 00 fanciful idea, but the 
naked fact. As Israelites and American citizens, 
we do wost heartily rejoice that po silly men- 
arch, po narrow-minded, prejudiced tyrant or 
despot, occupies a DOsiiiog at the head of affairs, 
Lo preveni u- from the full enjosment of our lib- 
erty. As Israciites, We do must fully and com- 
pletely svOreciate tbe freedom oi speecn on ail 
av bycls, abd assiduously court discussion upon 
questious Of religion with our fellow-citizens, 
flimly believing that a complete understanding 
ofour respective positions tends to cement the 
bond of friendship between us. Our love for the 
ipstiiutions Of a country that guarantees civil 
and religious liberty to all of its ckhizens Is 
betabten wben we comparethbe condition of 
aflstia in religious Malters bere wiih that ot 
Europe. 

An, before speaking more particularly of the 
threatchipg aspect of afluirs in Germapy, let |i

The rapid increase of 
vur popuialion, both from foreign and do- 
mestic squrtes, demands a corresponding ip- 
crease of food, and at present there is no 
| product of cattle thatis anything like equal to 
the demand, Beef can be raised on the plains 
and delivered at six ceuts per pound, and un- 
til that is done there need be no apprehea- 
sion of crowding the cattle market. That 
beef can ever be bad in our day so cheap as 
six cenis does uot seem probable, and yet 
even at four and a hall cents per pound large 
fortunes cun be made in cattle breeding. It 
is —_ on the limitless plains, where land is 
of little or no value, that stock can be raised 
to great advantage. But even the plains, 
boundiees as they may seem, are fast disap- 
ariag before the aavaucing waves of popu- 
ation. Texas, the great cattle bive of the 
country, has during the past year received 
settlers, and already cattle yvrowers 
there feel tbat they must soca louk elsewhere 
for untrammeled ranges,

Earl Granville on the Result of the 
London Conierence. 

On Monday, March 13, the Black Sea ques- 
tion We: aken upin the English House of 
Lords vy the Duke of Richmond, who inqpir- 
ed of the Secretary of Foreign Affairs wheth- 
er be could give any information respecting 
the Couference, 

Earl Granville said in reply to the question 
of tbe noble Duke, “I have to state tuat the 
Conference met to-day really for the last time, 
as it will meet to morrow simply for mutters 
of torm, aud I feel sure it will be satisfactory 
to your Lordships to know that the couciu- 
sions arrived at are those we have desired. 
[Hear, bear.| At the Foreign Office to-day a 
treaty has becn sigued, according to whicb, 
while the clauses of the treaty of 1856 re-pect- 
ing the neutialization of tbe Black Sea are 
abrogated, the restric ions imposed by pre- 
viously existing treatles upon the Porte in 
regard to the closirg of the Straits of 
the Durdanel'es aid tne Bosphorus 
when the Porte is at peace are so far 
modifed as to admit of ber opecing them even 
in Lume of peace to the ships of war offfiiendly 
and allied power, in case the Port should 
dcem it : ecessary in orderto insure the exe- 
cutiep of the treaty of Paris of March 30, 
1856, The treaty just signed also provides tor 
the prolorgation of the asesees Commission 
of the Danube for twelve years, and furthes 
tor the continual peutrality of the works al- 
ready created or tc be created by the Commz:s- 
sion, W.th a saving, bowever, of the right of 
the Porte .s a territorial power to send stips 
of wurintotnhe Da.ube At the first meeting 
of the Contere: ce, On the 17th of January, a 
Special protocol was signed, recordiug that it 
was an essential) principle of the law of na- 
tions that no power can liberate it+e!f from 
the engagements of a treaty, vor modity the 
siipulatione thercof, unless with the consent 
of the contracting powers by means of an 
amicab'e arraugement. The French Plenipo- 
tcptiary bas thie day signed the protocol, to- 
gether with the treaty.

«put forward by the extremists and sought 
to be introduced to the legislation of the 
country, it would seem the part of wisdom 
in the people of the different sections of the 
Union to detach themselves from the Gen- 
eral Government and set up four or five 
separate nationalities , each independent in 
itself and regulated by laws, customs and 
necessities adapted to its pecullar situation. 
The arguments advanced by the New 
York Tribune in favor of the Kuklux bill, 
for example, are all based upon the mis- 
conception that the Southerp people are 
essentially different from the Northern peo- 
ple; that there is something savage and 
brutal in our nature; that we are not to be 
reached by the ordimary influences that 
chasten society in other parts. of the civil- 
ized world; but that, in order to be affected 
we must be sought with acts of Congress, 
which, it leveled at the States of the 
North, would be regarded, even by the 
Tribune, as despotic. This view is purely 
capricious,—an ideal not founded on fact. 


In its issue for last Friday, the Tribune 
has much to say corcerning “amnesty,” 
on the one hand, and “disorder” on the 
other. Mr. GREELEY is in favor ot “am- 
nesty” because, as he teils us, “the pro- 
scribed are the most considerate, the most 
capable, the least envenomed of those 
whose hopes and fortunes were staked on 
the success of the Confederacy.” He isin 
favor of the Kuklux bill, because, as he 
explains, “loyal people are abused on ac- 
count of their loyalty,” and therefore “it 
seems the simplest dictate of self-preserva— 
tion that the Federal Government should 
try to repress these outrages and protect 
those whose efforts and sacrifices preserved 
its existence.” In both instances, as we 
shall show, the utterance is senti- 
mental. The first, which sets forth 
the capacity and good behavior of the Con- 
tederates as a reason for their appointment 
to office, is an illogical truism. The Con- 
tederates are, in general, pretty much what 
they are described to be. But, if the pol 
icy ot proscription were sound, personal 
conduct would be a poor pretext for abat- 
ing it, and, sf ad6pted, would result in al 
manner of partiality. The principle, ina 
free State, is really a bad one; and must 
needs work corruption among the people 
by its unequal and ofttimes ‘unjust applica- 
tion to individuals. We see at this mo- 
ment Gen. LonestTREET holding an office 
and Gen. BRECKINRIDGE debarred trom 
office. A partisan, not a fair or wise, rul- 
ing has prevailed with respect to each. 
But Gen. ForREst isa much more objec- 
tiopable person in the estimation of the 
dominant party than Gen. BRECKINRIDGE. 
Suppose the people—everybody voting— 
desire to send Gen. ForREsT to Congress, 
what republican principle is thereto deny 
him admussion?

ment that the Government should. now 
interpose extraordinary powers for its 
protection? Mr. AKERMAN was a member 
of Gen. Tooms’s staff. Where are his 
sacrifices tor the Union? Mr. Revers did 
not go to Mussissippi until the war was 
over and he found 1t profitable to go there- 
Was that good cause for forcing him into 
Congress? Why should these, taken as 
representatives, be helped iuto office over 
the wishes of the people? 

The people hate no one of them, per se. 
The motive ot personal like and dislike 
depends not on a man’s politics, but on hia 
conduct. If bess kindand amiable, people 
like him, spite ot his opinions. If he is not 
kind and amiable, they dishke him, spite 
ot his opinions. It is stretching the hu- 
manitatian principle rather tar to require 
the Government to step iv, on a pretext of 
‘} ibis sort, with bayonets and martial law. 

The German Proviuces. 

The cable confirms our suppositions in 
regard to the probable tate of those parts 
ot France which have been torn irom the 
main body by the victorious arms of the 
Germans. Alsatia and German Lorraine will 
undoubtedly become territory of the Ger- 
man Empire, and not the particular prey 
of one of the many princes that rule 
under the Imperial WiLL1AM. This was 
about the only way to satisfy the many 
wolves who were looking with hungry 
eyes on the Comquered provinces, ready to 
tear them to pieces, and quarrel about the 
division, in spite. otf the union they have 
just entered upon. Now the conquests 
will remain their common property, and 
none can complain that he has been cheat- 
ed im the division. Such a settlement 
must suit Prussia al) the more, as it estab- 
lishes a precedent for the future. Several 
of the minor States are ruled over by 
dynasties that will die out with the 
present occupants of tht throne, and the 
easiest way to settle all questions of 
succession will be to make them 
immediate territories of the Enigtre. The 
formation of the government of Alsace 
and Lorraine, ruled over by a viceroy or 
governor appointed by the Emperor 0; 
Germany, will be the first step to a 
complete annihilation of all federal ele- 
menis of the German constitution, and 
clear the way for a complete centralization 
of the government. We do not believe 
that the appetite of Germany for conquest 
is satisfied yet. There are the German 
provinces of Austria, Russia and Swiizer- 
land, which are even now loudly claimed 
by the hotheads of Germany. There are 
Denmark and Holland with all their wealth, 
By the same right that they have seized 
Alsace and Lorraine the Germans will 
doubtless seize some or all of the former 
provinces sooner or later, aud every new 
conquest wall be made an immediate proy- 
ince of the empire. That is to say, they 
will belong to Prussia in al] but the name, 
got at the general expense of the 
whole country, and as she possesses 
already an immense preponderance otf 
power in Germany, such an eventual in- 
crease Of that power will enable her to 
exercise sO great an influence on the 
smaller States of the empire that they 
will be compelled to give up gradually 
ali that is leit to them of thew independ- 
ence, and the German empire will soon 
cease to be a confederation of States and 
become a stropg but most illiberal cea- 
tralized government.

The Mail Maddie Again. 

The Louisyille Commercial, in reply to 
our cOmments on the mail suspension, 
quotes the law of Congress empowering 
the Postmaster Géneral to discontinue 
mails at bis discretion “when the postal 
service cannot be safely continued or the 
postal revenues collected.” We wrote in 
the full knowiedge of this statute, which 
we had originally laid before the public. 
It was the “discretion” used by the Post- 
master General which we particularly 
assailed; but, examining the phraseology 
of the authority cited in his defense, we 
find it to be as sweeping as Radical meas- 
ures generally are, and we may add to our 
strictures the condemnation of the legis- 
lative act itself as wellas the executive 
action of the Postoffice Department. As 
this harsh law, illustrated by the present 
harsh enforcement, ought to be repealed, 
we give its terms in full, that readers may 
see what it really is: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
reventatives of the Unitea States of America, in 
Oongiess assembieo, That whenever, In the 
opinion Of the Postmaster Genera), the postal 
service cannot be sa'ely continued or ihe po-t- 
cffice revenues collected or the postal laws main- 
tained OD any post route, by reason of agy cau-e 
whatsoever, the Pogtmaster General is hereby 
authorized tv disconiisue the postal service on 
such route, or apy part thereof, and any postof- 
fices thereon, till the same can be safely restor- 
ed, and sball report bis action to Congres. 

Approved February 28, 1861. 

It will be observed that this act dates 
the 28th of February, 1861. At that time 
the Confederate Government had been 
erected at Montgomery. Throughout the 
seven Gulf States there was a practical 
suspension of relations with the Govern- 
ment of the United States. We stood on 
the threshold of war. The Radical ma- 
jority in Congress was excitedand venge- 
ful. Moreover, the occasion for withdraw- 
ing the mails might arise at any moment. 
‘Lhe measure, therefore, was, to all intents 
and purposes, an act of war, designed 
for the exigencies of the times and intend- 
ed to cover a warlike necessity. Its exe- 
cution on the present occasion shows how 
unsuited it is to a time of peace, and se- 
verely condemns the conduct of the Post- 
master General. 

No one will pretend that there is a state 
of war on the line of railroad extending 
from Louisville to Lexington. Only atone 
or two points, closely connected and com- 
manding but a limited region, has violence 
been threatened. Nor was this threatened 
violence of @ nature to justify the assump- 

tion of danger to more than one person. 

That one person voluntarily withdrew. 
| Then it was that the Postmaster General 
suspended the mails, thereby inflicting 
serious injury on three innocent commu- 
nities and a great stretch of perfectly 
guiltless territory. 

To what purpose? In execyting a law 
some good design should be had in view. 
The execution of this law—fished out of 
the musty records of a period of 
‘ warlike excitement—was calculated only 
to embarrass those who had done no 
wrong, without reaching the offending 
parties. We acquit Mr. CrEswz.1 of any 
especial hostility to Louisville or Frankfort 
or Lexington. Assuredly we give him 
credit for having more sense than to 
suppose hws order of withdrawal 
would burt the Kuklux. The only 
explanation we are’able to find is that 
, which we have given, that the whole thing

Whether there were a dozen 
assailants or one—whether the assailants 
were Democrats or Republicans—made 
small difference. Under the peculiar cir- 
cumstances surrounding the case, action 
ov our part was im every way expedient. 
The party attacked was a colored man,a 
Federal official, a Republican, each 1tem 
entering into the diecussion of much larger 
and more delicate concerns. No reason 
was given at first for the attack than the 
complexion of the agent. The story that 
it was done by disappointed Federal sol- 
diers and Republicans, who had sought 
the place given to GrBson, seemed to 
us an afterthought. If it were true 
it seemed strange that the 
State government could get no informa- 
tion on the subject. But, true or false, the 
affair itself was conspicuous and peculiar, 
and justified exceptional treatment. Had 
that exceptional treatment been extended, 
and been followed up by measures looking 
to the rendering ot such affairs impossi- 
ble, we should, at this moment, be in pos- 
session of arguments before which the 
Radical outcry would be powerless, 

In answer to this, we are told that we 
sball be set upon, no matter what we do, 
and that, therefore, it is no use trying to 
conciliate Congress. We donot propose 
to conciliate Congress. But it is always 
sound policy to provide yourself with the 
1ight of questions at dispute, and, if pos- 
sible, to strengthen your argument by all 
the illustrations you can get. What we 
want is, to strengthen the argument in 
tavor * of local self-government by 
a spectacle of domestic vigor even more 
than equal fo the emergency, and to disarm 
not the spirit, but the plea, in favor of 
Federal intervention by measures so full 
and complete as to leave no opening nor 
tair pretext for the assertion of the central 
power. 

Weare seeking votes in the North. Uny 
less we can get many thousands of people 
to vote Demoeratic who have hitherto 
voted Republican, we cannot hope to 
carry States that are now Radical. Of 
course, we may fold our arms and let 
things take their course. But, when we 
can make capital for our friends and pre~ 
vent the making of capital by our ene~ 
mies, and all by doing what is plainly 
right—though it may be a little more than 
is absolutely necessary—should we hesi-~ 
tate to do 1t? 


The French and President Grant. 

Excepting King WruiaAm, MoLrKsz, 

DBisMARCK, and some of the other Prussian 
and German leaders, there is perhaps no 
man more generally unpopular throughout 
France than the present President of me 
United States. Our French exchangea, 
without regard to party, are filled with the 
most bitter and venomous attacks on the 
message in which Grant advised Congress 
to increasé the emoluments of the Embassy 
at the Court of Berlin, and shower sarcasm 
on the flattering terms in which be referred 
to Germany in that message. They call 
it the most contemptible piece ot flunky- 
ism ever perpetrated by the chief execu 
tive of a great and free country, and say 
that it has grieved the people of France all 
the more, as they had counted on our moral 
support in the impending final peace ne- 
gotiations. The Paris Journal, reterriag 
to GRANT'S remarks, says: “Never was 
greater political incoherence of doctrine 
com bined with greater servility of expres- 
sion and idolatry of success.” 

It adds that the bad feeling entertained 
by this country against France for her in- 
tervéntion in Mexico cannot excuse this 
flagrant contempt of a sister republic, and 
goeson: “Lhe President of a republic who 
is able to discover any similarity between 
the constitution of the German Empire and 
thatoit the United States of America is a 
political monster who deserves to be im- 
paled and exhibited in the museum of his 
distinguished countryman, Barnum.” 

The Journal des Debats and other 
French papers talk in a similar strain, and 
attach to the matter an importance that 
really seems ridiculous. What was merely 
intended for a party measure, calculated 
to catch some of the German votes, is 
construed by them as a maturely consid- 
ered insult to the Western powers of 
Europe. The flattering manner in which 
the President refers to German immigra- 
tion is taken by the French as a gauntlet 
thrown down to England, and many are 
their speculations in regard to an alliance 
between the United States, Prussia and 
Russia, the specter of which haunted them 
years ago. They are clamorous for an 
alliance of all other European powers as 
a means of self-protection against the 
schemes of general partition to which they 
ascribe such a formidable combination.

Grown up into a barren menhood, or sunk be- 
neath life’s turbidtide.” 


It is always painful to eee a poor, forsaken 
and forgotten noun thas suspended in mid 
air, as it were, and our thoughts go back to it 
pityingly. Our rhymer’s use of pronouns, 
too, is occasionally bewildering, to say the 
Jeast. For example:

This fact and the influentis! patron- 
age which it has always received, have given it 
strength to combat allinnovations. Even the 
aitempts made by Parliament to regulate the 
Ssysien:, such as fi the price to be paid for 
commissions, have been systematically evaded. 
From the time of Charlies IL, when it based 
its legality ugpn the assent of the crown, it
